findings of the Committee. ( 


The Senate Special Committee on Pacific 


Railroads, after many hearings, thorough 
nvsetigation and careful consideration^ 
has finally accepted the reports of Senator 
Frye on the Union Pacific and of Senator 
Davis on tbe Central Pacific railroads and 
las agreed to the bill providing fot the 
refunding of their debts. 


The report on the Union Pae'fio reaches 


;ho following conclusions: 


1. That the policy of building or acquir- 


ing branch linos was wise, and through 
[he period covered by tbe inquiry, honest- 
ly and economically carried out, 


2. That the main line has derived im- 


menso advantage from its branches, and 
:hat there is no foundation for the charge 
hat the latter havs received undue benefit 
at the expense of the mam lice. 


3. That the building of the Oregon 


Short Line and the subsequent acquire- 
ment of the Oregon Railway and Naviga- 
:ion company's lines, instead of being a 
menace !o the interest of the Government, 
lave proved decided advantages. 


4. That the recent consolidation of sev- 


eral branches under the name of the Ore- 


u _ j Short Line and Utah Northern rail- 
way company simplifies the system of the 
Union Pacific, makes it possible to obtain 
more effective and economical management 
and in no way evidences any purpose to 
evade the obligations to the Government. 


5. That tho branches, instead of being 


maintained at the expense of the main line, 
contribute at least §3,000,000 a year to the 
treasury of (he company. 


6. That the improvement! have been for 


several years past greater on tha main line 
than on the branches, some of them very 
mportant aud expensive. 


7. That there IB no evidence of any pur- 


pose on the part of the company to surren- 
der that portion of the road ever which the 
Government has a statutory lien, on tbe 
contrary theia ia every reason tending to 
satisfy any cindid person that no such pur- 
pose exists. 


8. That this is a capable, well-managed 


road, abundantly able to pay its debts, re- 
quiring only, like every other railroad, time 
m which to pay. 


9. That the present management is hon- 


estly trying to effect a fair adjustment with 
the Government. 


11. That the interests of the Govern- 


ment and thp railway company will be pro 
moted by the settlemen* and that one can 
be made now under which every d >'lar 
owed the Government, with interest, can 
be paid. 


It finds the present security to be a sta- 


tutory lien on the road commencing three 
miles west of the Missouri river aud ex- 
tending to a point five miles west of Ore- 
gon aud another road commencing half a 
mile west of Kansas City and extending to 
a point 393 nutas westerly commencing in 
a prairie and ending in one, not enough to 
protect the Government debt, if it shall 
not ba adjusted until it becomes due, 
within $50,000,000, while under the bill to 
be reported the security to be ohtaintr] 
will ba twice the Government debt in value 
and the payments, according to the terms 
of the bill, absolutely certain. 


The report on the Central Pacific finds 


that the United States has for security 
statutory lien on the road commencing at a 
point five miles west of Ogden and extend- 
ing to San Jose, without terminal facilities 
at either end made subject to tbemortgage 
to secure bonds equal in amount to the orig 
iginal indebtedness of the company to tha 
United States, that the portiou of the roac 
from Ogden to the westerly slope of the 
Sierra NevoSas is practically only a bridge 
without any local business of any amount 
that the roais reaching from the main line 
into Nevada do not now pay expenses 
that the present security of the Unitec 
States upon this property is entirely in ad- 
equate; that foreclosures of the first mort- 
gage would substantially exhaxist in satis 
[action thereof the entire property, anc 
that it wonld be inexpedient for the Unitec 
States to redeem it from said mortgage or 
to become the owner of the property 
through redemption and foreclosure. 


The reportfinds it is expedient, neces-sory 


and practicable to adjust nnd further se- 
cure the indebtedness to the United States 
apon extended time at a reduced rate o: 
interest within the road's ability to pay, 
upon such terms as to advance the develop 
ment of tha country through which the 
roads pass, and to afford the inhabitants 
thereof reasonable rates of transportation 
for passengers and freight. 


Prom the report it appears that the Cen- 


tral Pacific has not an ability to puy at al 
equal to that of the Union Pacific, bat un- 
der the terms of the bill to be reported can 
make final and full payment reasonably 
certain. The bill agreed upon includes

The Socialists Make Oreat Gains, nod 


the Emperor Enraged at Hi* Mistake

BEEHN, Feb. 22.—Last night an inde* 


pendent and entirely reliable authority 
gave figures showing that the Socialists 
bad actually twenty members, and had 
good prospects to capture thirty more seats 
on the- second ballot. The opposition in 
the Ksichstag will involve almost revolu- 
tionary modifications. The most sanguine 
cartollers do not expect the second ballots 
will make such a change in the result as to 
seriously modify their defeat. The supreme 
question is how far will Socialist successes 
ultimately go. Thursday their total record 
of votes reached nearly a million and 
half against 774,000 m 1887. 
No combina- 


tion of their opponents seems likely to 
head them off on the second ballot, anc 
tbeie is prospects of seeing thirty-five to 
forty Socialists seated m the next Reich' 
stag against eleven iu the last Reichstag, 
Another result suggestive of the growth o: 
tho popular movement is tho reappearance 
of Yolks Porter, or Democrats, so-called. 
In the Beichstag of 1884 (his party held 
eleven seats. Taking the whole result to- 
gether as it stands in actual results, and as 
it is likely to stand after the decision of the 
second ballot, the prospects is the opposl 
tion will have 221 in the House against 173 
for the Government groups, This opposl 
tion will be made up as follows: Centrists 
or Ultra-Montanes, 10; German Liberals, 
or Liberals, properly speaking, 45; Social 
ists, 37; Volks Porter, or Democrats, 7 
Poles, 11; Alsatian Protesters, 12; Gnelphs 
12, This is a very heterogcnous oppoai 
tion held together by DO devotion to tin 
common purpose, but by the negative tit 
of objection. Yet it is bound to give the 
Government some lively tiding". 


One of the incidents of the contest is th 


defeat of Professor Yirchow, tha famou 
and popular man of science and distin 
guiahecl Liberal, by Janiszowski, a poo: 
journeyman book-binder and Pole. Herr 
Woertam, Bismarck's friend, and the grea 
Hamburg ship-owner, and candidate of the 
National Liberals, was defeated by Dietz, 
Socialist. This astonished the Socialists 
themselves. Hamburg is now entirely in 
their hands. 


The opposition press comments freeli 


upon iha fact that after twelve years o 
tho op nation of tha law for the suppres 
eion of Socialists, the great populou 
centres of the country have become the 
hot-bed of Socialism, and it is argued since 
the law expires in September next, thi 
Government must abandon the attempt to 
repres this movement by legislation or 
dissolve the Beichstag and appeal to th 
Nation cu this special issue. The press 
generally, in-so far as it might give any re 
Section of official feeling, refrains from tht 
attempt, but Progressionists papers recnr 
their predictions that Bismarck will im

ject favors the view that Bismarck's posi- 
tion has bceu strengthened by tbe result o 
the election. The Emperor was confident 
rescripts would check the successful pro- 
gress of the Socialists and is consequently 
enraged at the discovery that this was al 
an illusion.

LONDON, Feb. 22.— Further details ol tbe 


outrage at the political prison, at Kara, 
reached Russian exiles in London to-dt 
It appears the trouble originated in a 


hanger strike" in August, when the 


women political prisoners tried to starve 
ihemselves to escape tha brutalities of their 
jailors. All the women imprisoned ab 
stained from food for fourteen days. Al 
first the jailers jeered at tbe women, then 
tempted them with food and then, finding 
this of no avail, threatened them. 
When 


several women were at the point of death 
from voluntary abstinence from food, the 
prison officials resorted to artificial means 
to compel them to take nourishment. The 
methods adopted, however, were violen 
and licentious, and tbe women were com* 
pelted to abandon the strike. Tbo abom- 
inable outrages that followed this state of 
affairs led Madame Segida, whose death by 
flogging has already been announced, to 
ask for an interview with the Director ol 
the prison in the hope of securing on amcl 
iorntion of the condition of tbe prisoners. 
The request was granted bat she found him 
so abusive that in her exasperation she 
called him a villain and slapped his face 
Madame Segida was then taken from the 
Director's office and conveyed to tbepiison 
in which common offenders were confined 
Three of her companions from among thi 
political prisoners were permitted to join 
her. 
Some time later Baron Kroff sent 


special order directing that Madame Segida 
be punished according to the regulations 
and the order was executed to its fullos 
extent. The punishment was so sevete 
that death et-sued from rupture of th 
heart. Her three companions committei 
suicide within an hour from the time o 
hearing of Segida's death. 


Many hearing of the flogging, th 


suicides carried oat their threat of suicide 
They met together and thirty of them 
shared what poison they could obtain 
That evening two died in their convulsion 
and the dead silence which reigced in th 
other cells aroused the attention of th 
guards, who immediately summoned phyai 
eians, who administered emetics to th 
survivors and endeavored by every mean 
to counteract tbe effects of the poison.

Provisions of a Measure Soon To Be 


Introduced in Con- 


gress, 


Senator Stewart has prepared aa irriga- 


tion bill to be introduced at the first op- 
portunity, upon which he has invited the 
criticism of the Western press and people. 
The bill provides: 


SECTION 1. That the United States shall 


confer upon organizations, to be known as 
irrigation districts, oertain-'speoined powers 
the first being those posseised by all cor- 
porations, to sue, be sued, have a seal, ac- 
quire the property necessary to establish a 
complete irrigation system for each district, 
to elect officers of each district by a popu- 
lar vote, to construct reservoirs, canals and 
other hydraulic works necessary to n com- 
plete sys'em of irrigation, to make laws 
for the equitable distribution of water 
within the districts, to-levy and collect 
taxes upon all arable lands within the dis- 
tricts, public and private, and to raise 
money for the construction and mainten- 
ance of irrigating works. 


SEC. 2. Whenever the Governor of a 


State or Territory in which an irrigation 
district exists shall notify the Secretary of 
Interior of the existence of such organiza- 
tion, and shall certify that the organization 
is in good faith, made with the consent of 
the majority of the people residing inter- 
ested in such district, it shall be the duty 
of the Secretary to cause a survey to be 
trmde. Such district shall include in its 
u \indaries all arable lands which can be 
ir.gated by a general system of irrigation, 
which can be regulated by the game general 
rules. They shall also include in such dis- 
riot snch pasture, timber lands, reservoir 
utes, linos of ditches and places for other 
lydraulio works as may properly belong to 
nch district, and shall fix a time witfiin 
which irriaation work shall be completed. 


Thsy shall then 'divide the district into 


ha following areas: First, reservoir sites, 
iitch lines and other places for hydraulic 
works; second, lands susceptible of irriga- 
lon; third, pasture lands; fourth, timber 
ands. 


The arable lands shall be subdivided 


without delay into 40, 80, 120 acre tracts, 
nd shall be subject to entry under the 
homestead laws only. 
The arable lands of 


he United States in each district shall be 
ubject to the same charges, taxes and as- 
essments as arc imposed upoii private 
ands receiving like benefits. 


All charges, assessments and taxes levied 


iy the irrigation organization upon arable 
ands of the district, together with the legal 
nterest on such charges, shall be a lien 
pon all arable lands within the district to 
e irrigated, and persons who shall there- 
fter acquire title to any snch arable public 
ands shall take the same subject to the 
barges and interest. All lands in the ths- 
riot shall bo withdrawn from entry and 
ale except as provided by this act. 


SEC. 3, Whenever irrigation works nec- 
ssary to furnish arable lands with water 
hall have been constructed in a substan- 
ial ancl durable manner, according to 
>lans approved by the Secretory of the In- 
erion within the time fixed by him, and 
here shall be an actual resident who is the 
viner on each legal subdivision of arable 
'Ublic lands in such district entered under 
he provisions of this not, the Secretary 
hall issue n certificate that the irrigation 
>f 
said 
district 
is 
complete 
and 


hat the public lands therein contained are 
n bona fide possession of citizens of the 
Jnited States or those •who have declared 
heir intention to become such, and that 
such citizens are residing on the lands. 


The timber pasture lands in such distric t 


shall thereupon btcome the pioperty of the 
district, and the district organization may 
sell such timber pasture lands in such 
manner as Congress shall approve. Pat- 
ents shall thereupon be issued for lome- 
stead entries made in pursuance with the 
provisions of this act; also for all other 
jona-fide entries of arable lands in the 
district which were made before the estab- 
ishment of the district, provided that 
ipplioanta for such lands shall have per- 
lormed the acts required by the law under 
which the entries were made, but as to 
desert entries no further proof shall be 
required as to the desert character of the 
'and or the fnot of reclamation. 


SEO. 4 Whenever an irrigation district 


shall be situated in two or more States it 
will be necessary for each State m which 
any portion of such district is situated to 
confer upon such district the power and 
privileges hereinbefore set forth.

One who has lived long enough to do 
o, in looking back fifty or sixty years, 
s greatly astonished at the marvelous 
lianges in the manner of doing things 


everyday life. Sixty years ago in 


Boston anthracite coal was not in com- 
mon use, if it was in use at all. In cer- 
ain sections of the city there were wood 
tands, where people from the country, 
oming into town with a load of wood, 
waited for customers. The best of 
.ickory brought $3 a cord, which is 
bout the price of the best wood at the 
iresent day, though that of inferior 
uality was sold at a lower rate. Such 


, thing as a cook stove was hardly 
mown, and all the cooking was done 
with wood in an open fireplace. Biscuit 
and loves were baked in a bake kettle, 
which had a cover with a rim around it, 
o'that coals or hot ashes could be put 
n it. ' In hotels and large private houses 
meats and poultry were roasted before 
lie fire. A "smoke jack" was used in 
lie former and it did its work a great 
eal better than any oven can do it. 
Roast beef and roast turkey at the pres- 
ent time are misnomers, as a rule, for 
hey are really baked. 


THE SMOKE JACK. 


My young friends, and very hkely 


many of my older ones, do not know 
what a smoke jack is, and I have not 
seen one for forty years, though possibly 
hey are still in use in some large hotels, 
ts construction is very simple. In the 
lue of the kitchen chimney a flange 
wheel, something like the propeller of a 
teamer, is placed so that it will turn 
eadily. When a smart fire ia made the 
lot air rushes up the flue and turns the 
vheel. It may have been supposed that 
he smoke turned it at a time when 
roung people did not study physics in 
;ke day school, and this may have been 
;he origin of the name. The axle of the 
wheel projected out through the chimney 
wall into the room, about six feet above 
:he hearth. On the end of the axle was 
i drum with four grooves in it over 
which a chain could be passed. 


Long spits, with a grooved wheel at 


one end, were provided, over which the 
chain, eight or nine feet long, fastened 
*>gether so as to form an "endless 
;hain," passed. An iron stand, to which 
'our holders were attached, held up the 
other end of the spit. Another stand 
was placed near tlio grooved wheel by 
which the distance from the fire could 
ae regulated. The fire was made in a 
jrate not more than six or eight inches 
ieep, but from one to two feet high. 
Fiom one to four spits were used as 
needed, and the jack was so geared that 
the spits turned very slowly all the time. 
Pans were placed under the spits, from 
which the cooks did thebiistmg. Roast- 
ing is better done with this appaiatus 
than it can be done in an oven, for the 
reason that the continued turning of the 
spits does not permit the juice of the 
meats to run out, as when they are at 
rest. 


Passing by a certain shop in the Lathi 


quarter of Paris, I used to stop to look 
in at the window, for at the back of it 
there was a great fire, before which 
were several spits on which chickens 
were roasting. 
The windows always 


had on display for sale plenty of cold 
roast chickens, and" they were cooked in 
the old fashioned way. 
The French 


seem to believe in the method of former 
days, for I saw an ingenious contrivance 
for roasting in a window in the Avenue 
de 1'Opera 
It was a spit, on which was 


a dummy chicken roasting before an 
imaginary fire. The bird was kept 
turning all the time by an apparatus 
composed of springs, which had to be 
wound up like a clock. But the curious 
part of it was the appliance for basting 
the chicken. Over the spit was a small 
trough with minute holes in the bottom, 
through which the basting dropped very 
slowly. 
The trough beneath the spit 


was inclined so that the liquid ran down 
to one end, where it was taken up by a 
couple of revolving scoops and emptied 
into the trough above the roast. It was 
an admirable device, and could not fail 
to do its work well as long as the ma- 
chinery was kept in working order. 


FOUGHT THE COOK STOVE. 


The fiist decided improvement on the 


iron bake kettle that I remember was 
the tin "baker," as it was called. It was 
on the plan of a "tin kitchen," which 
was also largely in use in the old time, 
in which the spit was occasionally turned 
)y a crane at the end. The baker was 
set before the fire with the biscuit or 
oaf in it. The cover was inclined down 
trom the fire, so that it would reflect the 
teat upon the bread. This and the tin 
kitchen did then? work very well as long 
as open fires were available, but of course 
at much greater expense for fuel. The 
cook stove has nearly superseded all these 
appliances, though the old ladies of sixty 
years ago fought against it 1'or a time as 
a senseless innovation; but they learned 
to use it and like it in the end. At first 
wood was generally used in it, but when 
bard coal came into general use it was 
the fuel generally used in cooking. This 
coal had a hard struggle to obtain a foot- 
ing in houses in those days. My father 
hired a n«w man from the country and 
told him to make a fire in the morning 
in the grate. When we got up there was 
no fire. The man had "given it up." 
He could make a fire, he said, as well 
as anybody out of anything that would 
fmrn, but he could not do it with stones. 


Gas was in use at this time, but I used 


to be amused at the comments of people 
from the country upon the lights in the 
office of the hotel where I was brought 
up. They all wanted to know what it 
was that burned. It was air or in the 
form of air, but they would not believe it, 
and evidently thought there must be 
some deviltry about it. Tho man that 
"blew out the gas" was even more com- 
mon then than now. 


I can remember when I was a boy of 


being actually alarmed, or at least star- 
tled, when I saw a man rub a little stick 
against the side of the house, obtain a 
light and ignite his cigar from it. It 
looked like a specimen of the black art. 
Now what should we do without matches 
that we buy at a cent or two a bunch? 
We used to rake up the fire nights and 
keep a bed of coals to start the fire in the 
morning. If we lost the fire we bad to 
use a flint and steel and hammer away 
at it until we sent a spark into the tin- 
der. 
Even then there was an outfit that 


could be bought for a quarter at the 
apothecary's called phosphorous matches. 
It consisted of a round box, six inches 
long and on inch in diameter. In the 
top were the matches, and in the bottom 
was a small vial into which they had to 
be thrust to procure the light. Before 
present sort of matches were in being 
they came in oblong boxes, each contain- 
ing a doubled piece of sandpaper upon 
which to light them.—Oliver Optic.

A Flay In an Animated Picture. 


I remember that during the rehearsal 


of "The School for Scandal" I was im- 
pressed •with the idea that the perform- 
ance would not go well. It is always 
a difficult matter to bring a company of 
great artists together for a night and 
have them act in unison with each 
other; not from any ill feeling, but from 
the fact that they are not accustomed to 
play together. 
In a fine mechanical 


contrivance the ease and perfection with 
which it works often depend upon the 
fact that the cog wheels have their dif- 
ferent proportions. 
On this occasion 


they were all identical in size, highly 
polished and well made, but not adapted 
to the same machinery. 


Seeing a hitch during the rehearsal in 


one of the important scenes, I ventured, 
in my official capacity, to make a sug- 
gestion to one of the, old actors. He re* 
garded me with a cold, stony gaze, as 
though I had been at a great distance— 
which I was, both in age and in experi- 
ence—and gave me to understand that 
there was but one way to settle the mat- 
ter, and that was his way. Of course, as 
the company did not comprise the one 
regularly under my management, I felt 
that it would be becoming in me to yield, 
which I did, not, however, without pro- 
testing that the position I took was the 
proper and only one under the circum- 
stances, and when I taw the scene fail 
and virtually go to pieces sit night, I con- 
fess that I felt some uatisfaction in the 
knowledge that my judgment had been 
correct. In fact, the whole entertain- 
ment, while it had been a financial suc- 
cess, was an artistic failure, 
People 


wondered how so many great actors could 
make a performance go off so tamely. 


Harmony is the most important ele- 


ment in a work of ait. In this instance 
each piece of mosaic was perfect in form 
and beautiful in color, but when fitted 
together they matched badly, and the 
effect was crude. An actor who has 
been for years the main attraction in his 
plays, and on all occasions the central 
and conspicuous figure of the entertain- 
ment, can scarcely be expected to adapt 
himself at once to being grouped with 
ethers in one picture; having so long 
performed the solo, it is difficult to ac- 
company the air. A play ia like a pict- 
ure: the actors are the colors, and they 
must blend with one another if a perfect 
work is to be produced. Should they 
fail to agree as to the value and distribu- 
tion of their talents, then, though they 
be ever so great, they must submit their 
case to the care and guidance of a master 
hand.—Joseph Jefferson in The Century.
